Pub- 
lishers often raake, and seldom lose, 
by books they issue, bnt the writers 
wry rarely get any adequate com- 
pensation for their time and toil, not 
•**. speak of their talent, and it is

n. 
Since authors have began to be 


paid at all for their labor by the sale 
of their works, a popular notion has 
grown up that they are, for the most 
•put, yery handsomely repaid ; that 
authorship, indeed, M a lucerative 
trade. Of course those who think 
so have never had any practical ac- 
quaintance with literature.

•any U.* wntj *r>7 those who have 
new written; "jut they who hare 
written, whatever their natural facil- 
ity, know that writing is supreme 
toil. Authors of any note are driven 
by self-love, goaded by ambition, 
under the name of irresistible genius, 
to wreak, themselves on expression, 
to do their very best, but, primarily, 
they are seldom influenced by desire 
of gain.
